This  Section  of  the  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.  Harwood,  and  it  deals  with  the  work  he  has  carried 
out  over  the  past  twelve  months. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  various  types  of  premises  on  a routine  basis 
and  all  complaints  have  been  attended  to  without  delay;  however,  as  reported 
last  year,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  inspect  all  the  premises  in  the  area, 
and  thus,  factories  and  shops  not  selling  food  have  had  to  be  left  over. 

The  main  emphasis  has  been  in  connection  .with  nuisances,  slum  clearance  and 
food  hygiene  work. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  is  supplied  by  the  Hawarden  and  District  Waterworks 
Company,  and  over  the  years,  difficulties  have  been  experienced  due  to  lack 
of  quantity  and  pressure.  After  various  representations,  schemes  were  agreed 
upon,  firstly  for  a new  mains  supply  to  the  Prenbrigog  Reservoir,  and  then  for 
new  mains  to  be  laid  through  the  town  so  as  to  overcome  the  problem.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  new  supply  had  been  connected  to  the-  reservoir,  and  plans 
were  being  prepared  for  the  new  main  in  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  by  mid 
1963,  a major  part  of  the  town  will  have  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  its 
needs  and  future  development. 

Nine  samples  of  water  were  analysed  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


INSPECTION  A SUPERVISION  Or  FOOD  SUPPLIES . 

In  April,  1962,  two  of  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  closed  down,  the 
remaining  one  being  granted  a licence  until  31st  December,  1962. 

■‘■'he  1st  April,  1962,  was  the  appointed  day  under  the  31  aught erhous.es 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  and.  the  ^laughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  for  the  Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations  to  become  fully 

effective. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  report  that  all  animals  slaughtered  have  been 
of  a very  good  class,  and  that  only  minor  items  of  food  have  had  to  be  condemned. 

There  is,  however,  one  condition  worthy  of  note,  and  that  is  Cysticercus 
Bovis.  This  disease  is  found  inwall  classes  of  beef,  and  this  year  there  ha 
been  three  carcasses  so  affected.  In  all  cases,  the  part  containing  the  cyst 
has  been  condemned,  and  the  remainder  placed  in. cold  storage  for  the  prescribed 


period.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  43  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream,  and  rooms  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages.  29 
samples  were  submitted  and  all  the  ice-cream  was  provisional  Grade  1.  The 
ice  lollies  were  also  satisfactory. 

MILK  AID  PARIES. 

Since  1949  control  of  milk  production  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations  I960,  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  issue  all  licenses  to  dealers  in 
designated  milk  - in  this  area,  Flintshire  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  thus  they  deal  with  all  licenses  and  sampling  of  milk. 

HOUSING. 

This  year  has  again  shown  steady  progress  in  the  building  of  council 
houses  and  the  clearance  of  slum  properties  - if  this  progress  continues 
within  the  next  three  or  four  years,  all  slum  property  will  have  been  dealt 
with  in  this  area.

Many  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  food  premises  in  the  area, 
and  there  has  been  a slight  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  food 
premises,  and  also  in  food  handling.  It  is,  however,  a major  problem  in 
Buckley,  as  old  habits  die  hard,  and  many  traders  do  not  appear  to  welcome 
modern  methods . 


Several  reports  have  been  presented  to  the  Council  and  serious  warnings 
have  been  given  to  various  food  traders,  but  there  is  still  a lot  of  work  to 
do  on  this  subject,  and  it  may  be  necessary  in  1 963  "to  adopt  a very  firm 
attitude  if  a reasonable  standard  is  going  to  be  obtained. 

A Food  Hygiene  Exhibition  was  held  in  August  for  a period  of  three  days, 
whilst  the  exhibition  was  quite  good,  the  attendance  was  rather  disappointing, 
I am  sure  that  many  persons  would  have  become  more  food  hygiene  conscious  if 
they  had  attended.

RENT  ACT.  1957. 

No  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair  this  year; 
there  are,  however,  many  such  certificates  still  in  force  where  the  owner  is 
not  prepared  to  do  the  necessary  repairs  for  the  small  increase  in  rent  obtainable. 

In  many  ox  the  above  cases,  action  can  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  but  there  are  other  cases  where  the 
tenancy  is  uncontrolled,  and  thus  the  tenants  fear  to  complain  to  the  Public 
nealth  Inspector  because  of  the  danger  of  receiving  a Notice  to  Quit  from  the 
o?mer . This  can  be  a very  difficult  situation,  as  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  by  statute,  required  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisance  and  other  housing 
defects.  In  one  case,  a family  were  evicted  as  a result  of  Notices  being 

served.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Council  found  them  alternate 
accommodation. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  major  portion  of  the  built  up  areas/served  by  sewers,  and  other  schemes 
are  being  considered  in  order  to  enable  the  whole  area  to  be  sewered.  This  is 
a most  desirable  plan,  as  septic  tanks  and  their  effluents  are  often  the  cause 
of  complaint  whilst  pail  closets  are  unsatisfactory  from  all  points  of  view.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL.

A new  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased  late  in  the  year,  and  with  one 
additional  loader,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse.  Also  a trade  refuse  scheme  is  now  being  operated  at  a charge  of 
6d.  per  bin. 


The  Belmont  Tip  was  closed  in  December,  and  all  refuse  is  being  tipped 
down  an  old  unused  mineshaft;  considerable  work  had  to  be  done  to  enable  the 
shaft  to  be  used  in  this  way,  but  it  is  proving  successful. 


I am  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority  of  houses  in  the  area 
now  have  proper  dust  bins  and  that  no  ashpits  are  in  use. 


RODENT  CONTROL  ^nD  INSECT  PESTS. 


Infestations  have  been  of  a minor  nature, and  such  areas  around  the  refuse 
tip  and  sewage  works  are  treated  regularly  by  the  Rodent  Operator.  Insect 
pests  are  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  using  a powder  insecticide.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Most  of  the  large  factories  in  this  area  sure  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate,  and  any  cases  of  excessive  smoke  are  referred  to  such 
Inspectors.  Complaints  hive  been  few,  probably  due  to  Buckley  being  situated 
on  a hill,  thus  the  smoke  does  not  hang  over  the  town  area.  The  local  foundry 
is  to  install  modem  equipment  during  1962  which  should  help  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  fumes  and  dust  discharged.
